The 
ancient Greeks were required by their religion to bury 
the bodies of the deceased a8 snun as pusmble, con- 
sequently among them, but little was known of anat. 
omy. The religion of the Arabians hkewise inter. 
dicted all examimations of dead bodies, and it was not 
until about the year 300 B. C.as we learn from com. 
thonty, thet y was brought to eny 
perfection. About this time the labours of 
Herophilus and Erasi fully lished the im- 
portance of the science. Herophilus obtained permis. 
sion to open living animals, and he made several im. 
portant discoveries respecting the brain, the tuactions 
of the nerves, the blood-vesecls, &c. and Erasstra- 
tus determined facts, with great d stinctness, respect. 
ing various parts of the body. Some of the terms ap. 
plied by EB » to the of the human 
body , are still in use. 
Alter the decease of these distinguished physicians, 
anatomy wae checked in its progress for several! 
jes, in q of the prevalence of a 
superstitious fear connec’ed with the dissection of 
human bodies, which did not wholly subside until the 
14th century, when Professor Luzzi, of Bologna, pub. 
holy dissected two corpres. Luan afterwards p bheh- 
ed a description of the human body, which, for a long 
time, wes the common compendium of anatomy 
The dissection vi a human body, for years after this 
period, was regarded as a matter of great cunsequence, 
und Montagnana, who, in the 15th century at Padua, 
pertormed fourteen dissectiona, was regarded as a 
prodigy in the medica! world. Since that perwd, the 
course of the science has been continually onward. 
Ite study has engaged the time and talents of many 
physicians of greet | ng, whose hes and 
examinations have fully established, on a correct bass, 
the principles of the science. Anatomy is well cal. 
culated to increase our knowledge of human na. 
ture,and it ia, without doubt, one of the most in.

THE REV. ALBERT BARNES. 

We regret to learn that at the recent session of the 
Synod of Philedelphie, hekl in the borough of York, 
of which the Rev. William M. Engles, was modera- 
tor, the Rev. Arecat Baawes, of thie city, was suse 
pended from the exercises of all the functions relating 
to the ministry. ‘The circumstances of this afflicting 
event, which has lly caueed a dcrabl 

gree of excitement among the members of Mr. Barnes's 
church, are as follows. It appears that a laie meet- 
ing of the Preabytery, Mr. Barnes, at the instance of 
the Rev. Mr. Junkin, was charged with having writ- 
ten and published a work entitled “ Notes on the 
Epistles to the Romans,” containing doctrines op. 
pugnant to.the confession of Faith of the Presby-. 
terian Church. After a full hearing of the case—ot 
the allegations mede by Dr. Junkin, and the detence 
ot Mr. Barnee—he wee triumphantly acquitted. An 
appeal was taken trom that decison, and the allega- 
tions were renewed before the Synod of Philade!phia, 
but on account of some recent changes mi the juredic . 
tion of the Synod, the triends of Mr. Barnes denied the 
nght of that body to hear the cause, and Mr. Barnes, 
under the circumstances, declined to defend himeclt. 
The Synod, however, wsued the appeal, permitted Mr. 
Junkin to renew his charges and produce exparte 
testimony, and finally, by a majonty of 111, reversed 
the deciswa of Presbytery, and declared the Rev. Mr. 
Barnes guilty of heresy. 

The fullowing ere the ree lutions edopted by the 
Synod : 

1 Resolved, That in view of the of presented to

3% That the sand Albert Barnes be and hereby is, 
e ed from the exercise of all the functwone pro- 
per to the Goepel manistry, unul be shall retract the 
errore hereby condemmed, and give satisfactory evi- 
dence of repentance.
